His Political Stand Scorned 
By Own Members 


The labor vote was not ‘deliv- 
ered,” analysis of the election re- 
turns proves conclusively. 


Working men and women turned 
a deaf ear to the pleas of John L. 
Lewis that they desert the new deal 
with him. 


As in every other election con- 
test in which he sought to influ- 
ence the labor vote, Lewis’ endorse- 
ment of the republican party 
proved to be the “kiss of death.” 


Political analysts agreed that the 
labor vote in the great industrial 
centers was cast preponderantly 
for Roosevelt and that it was a de- 
cisive factor in many pivotal states. 

Members of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor in some instances 
became more enthusiastic about the 
new deal in inverse ratio to Lewis’ 
blasts against it. Members of the 
CIO just simply ignored Lewis en- 
tirely. 

The repudiation of Lewis by the 
members of the CIO and by the 
members of his own union, the 
united mine workers, was so 
marked that it evoked caustic com- 
ment even in newspapers which 
hitherto had been friendly to Lewis. 
The Philadelphia Record said: 

“John L. Lewis’ ‘walk’ turned out 
to be a solitary stroll into the val- 
ley of shadows The centers of 
greatest Roosevelt strength turned 
out to be the centers of CIO 
strength, proof that Lewis could 
not take even a minute fraction of 


his own unions into the opposition 
camp. 
“The steel centers, the clothing 


manufacturing centers, the automo- 
bile centers, went for Roosevelt. 
Even the coal mine districts of 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia and 
Illinois turned in their expected 
majorities for Roosevelt, without a 
trace of the Lewis influence for the 
opposition.”

Officials of Cafeteria Employes’ 
Local No. 302, A. F. of L. affiliate, 
announced the acceptance by the 
800 workers of the 24 Exchange 
buffet restaurants of a new con- 
tract including annual wage in- 
creases will be taken up with the 
company in 6 months.

President Roosevelt is expected 
to name a successor to J. Warren 
Madden as chairman of the na- 
tional labor relations board within 
a short time, according to reports 
emanating from the white house 
immediately after the election. 

The New York Times predicted 
that Dr. Harry A. Millis, of the uni- 
versity of Chicago, is slated to get 
the job. Dr. Millis has a long and 
brilliant record as a negotiator in 
labor disputes and served as a 
member of the original labor board 
created under NRA. 

If Dr. Millis accepts the appoint- 
ment, the newspaper dispatches 
housecleaning of 
left-wing officials in the personnel 
of the national labor relations 
board will begin at once. 

The two present members of the 
labor board—Dr. William M. Leiser- 
son and Edwin S. Smith—are in

The New York Times said: 

“When Dr. Madden left the NLRB

It has also been frequently re- 
ported that the Roosevelt adminig- 
tration has lost confidence in Board 
Member Edwin 8S. Smith and hag 
unsuccessfully brought pressure on 
him to resign. His term of office 
expires mext year and it is ex- 
tremely unlikely that he will be re- 
appointed. 

At this time it appears just as 
unlikely that Mr. Madden will get 
a belated reappointment. According 
to published reports, John L. Lewis 
tried to force the president to reap- 
point Madden but Roosevelt re- 
fused. 

If new appointments are made to 
the national labor relations board, 
resulting in a better and fairer ad- 
ministration of the board's affairs, 
such action may affect pending 
amendments to the national labor 
relations act. No action on the 
amendments is expected at this dy- 
ing session of congress.

GUILTY OF FAILURE TO 
PAY EMPLOYES WAGES 


Ninety days in the county jail 
and a $300 fine was the sentence 
given Glenn H. Smith, operator of 
& Los Angeles printing establish- 
ment, by Municipal Judge Leo Ag- 
geler for wilful failure to pay wages 
to his employes, H C. Carrasco, 
state labor commissioner, an- 
nounced recently. 

Smith was first prosecuted by the 
labor commissioner in July, 1939, 
and was found guilty of withhold- 
ing wages amounting to $1,272 from 
four workers. At that time he was 
sentenced to 90 days in jail but the 
court suspended sentence on con- 
dition that he repay the money at 
the rate of $60 a month. By last 
week, Smith had paid only $405 
leaving $867 still unpaid. In the 
meantime, however, five other em- 
ployes filed additional claims with 
the state labor commissioner, to- 
taling $817. 

Finding Smith guilty, the court 
revoked suspension of the original 
jail sentence and imposed a fine of 
$300 or 25 days additional in jail 
for the most recent offenses.

Peace Drive; Lewis Repudiated, Must Resign 


AFL President Pledges 
Full Co-operation in 
Promoting National 
Unity, Peace, Defense 


American Federation of Labor of- 
ficials hailed the triumphant re- 
election of President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and promptly pledged 


a united and unconquerable Amer- 
ica. 


President William Green said: 

“An analysis of the election re- 
ports shows that the votes of labor 
proved to be the deciding factor in 
pivotal states. 


“Working men and women voted 
for the reelection of the president 
because they believe he is their 
friend and the champion of social 
justice and economic freedom. 

“I have wired Mr. Roosevelt con- 
gratulating him upon his reelection 
and extending my assurance of the 
full co-operation of those I repre- 
sent in the promotion of national 
unity in the preservation of peace 
and in the execution of the nation’s 
Preparedness program as speedily 
as possible.” 


Secretary - Treasurer George 
Meany declared: 
“The reelection of President 


Roosevelt by a substantial majority 
is a demonstration of the American 
workers’ faith in the political phil- 
osophy of the American Federation 
of Labor of rewarding labor’s 
friends at the ballot box. I am con- 
vinced beyond question that the 
general membership of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, in line 
with this philosophy, contributed 
greatly to the splendid majorities 
registered for Mr. Roosevelt in the 
large industrial centers of the na- 
tion.” 


These expressions were echoed 
far and wide in labor circles 
throughout the nation, both A. F. 


of L. and CIO. 

The result of the election was im- 
mediately interpreted by labor, by 
the press and by everyone else as a 
complete and resounding repudia- 
tion of John L. Lewis.
